Well Organized Demonstration
Parades Along the Corona-
tion Route.

London, June 17.—The suffrage pro-
regsion this afternoon was the best or-
ganized demonstration which women
have made yet in the ecourse of their
protracted agltation.

CORAL FORMATION ON MAINE

Tedious Work with Picks Now
Necessary on the Wreck. [

Fiavana, June 17.—Practically no progress |
vas made to-day In the uncovering of the
Maine, the pumps merely being used to put
the water a trifle helow the ten-foat level
whirh was reached vesterday., Dellcate
mengirements and tests were continued to
determine the stabllity of thes cofferdam
The results were entirely satisfactory.

The work remaoving the enormous
masses of mud that cover the exposed por-
tions of the wreck was begun, Streams of
water at high pressure were employed,
put A terrific ralnstorm compelled the =us-
pension of this task.

In many places the materlal coverlng
the decks and flling the interlor spaces
to a depth of several fest, herstofore sup-
posed 1o he harbor silt, proves to he a
caoral-Uke formation, with curious ramifi-
eationa, some of conslderable length, de-
fying removal by the heaviest water press-
ure, and making necessary much tedious
work with pleke.

ASQUTH HAS NO' RIVAL

!
His Influence Still All-Powerful
in British Politics.

NO PLACE AT CORONATION

Earl Marshal, However, May Be
Counted Upon to Remedy
8peedily the Anomaly.

[By Cable to The Tribune.}

London, June 17.—Politics are at 2
low ebb, without any cross currents or
undertow. The Prime Minister, for
whom no place yet has been provided in
the main coronation tahleau, fs without
an effective rival outside. The FEarl
Marshal, howaver, will doubtless remedy
the anomaly hefore the day of the cere-
mony.

There are whispers among disheart-
ened Unlonista that George V will reveal
Innate Toryiem at the last moment and
Insist upon the acceptance of an amend-
ment to the Parliament bill providing
that the issue of IHome Rule he #ub-
mitted to the country at a general elecs
tlon, but these are counsels of despalr.

Lloyd George, confronted with the op-
position of sixteen thousand doctors,
may not gucceed in hustling his insur-
ance bill through Parliament this year.
A hill for the prevention of plural voting
may he substituted for It

CONFERENCE A SUCCESS|

Meeting of Premiers in London
Justifies Its Existence.

LAURIER MOTION ADOPTED

Provides for Royal Commission
to Visit Overseas Dominions
and Report on Trade.

London, Juna 17.—The Imperial Con-
ference, which at the outset many per-
sons feared would be a failure, has com-
pletely justified Its existence. The cause
of the pessimism in the early perlod of
the conferrnce was tha rejection of the
dominions’ proposals for the establish-
ment of a council of the emplre, the Ini-
tial step of imperial federation, which,
howaver, the dominlona were afrald
would interfere with the autonomy s0
Jealously guarded by FPremiers Laurier,
of Canada: Botha, of the Transvaal, and
Fisher, of Austrtlla,

Later, resolutions were introduced aimed
at the commercial and industrial devel-
apment of the British Emplre and for
defence, subjects on which the domin-
fong and the home government were In
agreement,

The homs government was unable 1o
support the scheme for a state owned
Atlantic cable, as the cost was consid-
ered prohibitive, but it heped to secure
cheaper calile rates by negotlations with

Sir Wilfrid Laurier is as strongly as
